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THE WICKED WORLD.

The Clark Holt Defalcation in Connec-
ticut—Liabilities Over a Quarter
of a Million—-Widows and
Orphans the Sufferers.

From the Hartford Courant, Sept. 95
The “financial irregularities” of Clark Holt, of
Rockville, have already been referred to In seve-
ral papers, but & yet no complete and trust-
worthy necount has been given to the public,
In order to show the preclse situation of affairs,
it will be mnecessary to notice somewhat the
businesa earcer of Mr. Holt, who first came In a
public way before the peopls of Tolland county
a8 Becretary of the Tolland County Mutual Fire
Insurance Company. He was the lirst SBecretary
of the company, and eerved In that capacity
with so much acceptability for a few years, that
he was, ten or twelve years ago, elected Presl-
dent and Trensurer. Soon after, he engaged
in the wanufacture of thrend in Rockville, be-
gloning in o small way, and gradually worked
up o Juge and nr;mrt-ntly profitable busi-
ness. Meantime he retmned his  position
08 the respongible oflicer of the fire fusurance
company. He was not o man who boasted
In any manner of his success In lile, and his
- quiet, unassuming way of muaonging his affairs,
perhaps, was ono renson why people generally
gave him the credit of doing o prosperous busi-
ness. At all events, he had the unbounded con-
fidence of all clnsses. No man o Tolland
county hns stood higher. If n poor woman had
funds to be cared for she naturally applied to
Clark Holt to have him serve ns her banker.
Nothing whatever appeared in any of his trans
actions to warrant the slightest breath of sos-
pleion that he was not fully worthy of this groat
confidence, until a very recent date, when the
rapid extension of his business operations led
some of his most intimate acquaintances to fear
that he might not long be able to keep his eredit;
yet barely o whisper of this was heard. “Those
men now eay that they suspected trouble was
coming, though sald nothing abont it, thus con-
fossing to serions doubts ns to thelr susplcions
being well founded.

Asnsets of the Insurance Compnny.

The annual meeting of the fire insurance com-
Enuy was held in June lagt, and o lttle mistrast

egnan to come to the surface among the direc-
toréa at that time concerning the wisdom of
longer continuing Mr. Holt in oflice. One di-
rector, at lenst, held out to the last, and finally
cast hls vote agoinst re<Glecting him. When
the auditors came to examine the accounts of
the treasurer—which they had always done with
the caution of prudent men—the securities of
the company, which were kept in a small tin
trunk, were not opened in the business office,
but in another room. These securities amounted
to between 875,000 and $80,000, and some
§30,000 were in Government bonds, which were
exhibited, counted, and found correct. Not the
slightest evidence of anything being wrong was
discovered.

About the Bonds,

It has glnce transpired thal these bonds were
borrowed for the oceasion by Mr. Holt to cover
up his defaleation. He came to Hartford just
prior to the annual meeting of the company,
and while here endeavored to secure the loan of
bonds from different parties, going, in one in-
stance, to a well-known dry goods merchant,
and in another, to the cashier of a bank, but in
both cases the nccommodation was refused. He
gncceeded, however, elsewhere in getting the
amount required to make up the securities for
the time being, 1t is known that he had in his
possession, as trugts, a large amount of money
placed in his hands by various parties, and o
portion of this fund, as will hereafler appear,
was in United Siates bonds which he could use
a8 & “‘blind” in his fraud upon the credi-
tors. Possibly only a few thousand more
would be necessary to cover the whole amount
needed in that transaction.

Business In New York.

Mr. Holt established a business firm in New
York, under the nnme of C, Holt & Co., his
brother being the gilent partner and the general
manager. Durlog the illness of the latter the
business became considerably mixed and sus-
pension followed, which pi't:ci)l:lt.atud the de-
velopments here at home. It 1% sald that Mr.
Holt turned over the &30,000 in honds to the
firm and took notes therefor, so that in case the
deep game be was J‘}Inying gshould become ex-
posed, nnd he ¥bould appear In the light of o
criminal, he could produce these notes, alleging
a fair business transaction under the plea that,
as the custodian of the funds of the Insurance
company, he had a right to reinvest its securities
in such o manner as he saw fit.

Extent of his Operations.

Those who have examined into the extent of
his operntions believe that his liabilities excead
s quarter of a million of dollars, and may go as
high as §400.000. In taking a sudden departure
it is not supposed that he has gone penniless, as
pothing appears to show where he could have
dieposed of all the money in his hands, Ilis
property 18 all heavily mortgaged, and aoll of it
put together would not divide ten per cent.
among the general creditors,

CUnses of Hardshin,

The worst feature about his transactions is the
beayy loss which falls upon a large class of peo-
ple in moderate circumstances. In many re-
spects his operations bave been similar 1o those
which preceded the failure of Curtls L. North,
in Meriden. many veéars ago—a failure which
brought ruin to hundreds, aud caused o profound
sensation tbroughout the Htate. Innumerable
instances, almost, might be cited to show the
inhumanity of the man if it shall finally turn
out that he had not sense of honor enough
to provide for those who were entirely de-
pendent upon his honesty. One case 18
reported of a family of maiden Iadles,
who had 84000 in Government bonds, and
ahout #2000 In other securities—all that they
possessed, except n little homestead—which
were placed In his keeping, A young man who
had seenmulated about #2500 let. Mr, Holt have
it beesuse be belleved, as uearly everybody did,
that he was as good, it not better, than the bank.
Since the defalcation eame to lght nothing can
be found of these trust funds, The abseonder
has evidently made a clean swaop of everything,
though he may offer some redress hereafter. As
the matter now stands, however, the hardship
entalled is of the severest charactor, and Is wide-
spread Wiroughout the limits of Tolland county,

affecting old and younug, widows and shop girls.
The business community also suifers largely, ns
one individual alone 18 on Lls paper to an
spount exceading $50,000.

Distisction Without a Difference.

The Legislature of Connecticut, In its wisdom,
has deelared that if u man shall appropriate the
funds of a bank or a insurnonce company he
shall suffer for hiz offense by n term of lmprison-
ment In the Btate Prison, Bt if he accepts as o
gacred brist the bard earvings of the poor and
absconds, he ls ouly gullty of a breschiof trust,
and the law cannot tonch him. Mr. Holt's worst
offense 18 his robbing of the poor, who ean have
no satisfaction; corporations robbed may—unless
disposed to compound felony, as Is too often the
easp—employ detectives nnd bring the criminal
to justiee. Bo far Mr, Holt has pursued his
travels unmolested, and I he returns will do #o
voluntarlly.

Hecurity of the Compuny,

It should be $tated here that the loss to the in-
surance company does not affoct its soundness
in the lcast, There still remain assots nmonnt-
ing to £50,000 or over, and s policy holders
need not give themselves auy uneasivess what-

Covode Consults with President Grant About
the Appronching Elestlon- A Correspondent’s

Verslon oi the Interview,

The New York Herald’s Washington letter writer
gent the following from the capital yeaterday ;—

The rad cal ;mnly in Pennsylvania would seem to
be in a kad way, [f Geary 18 defeated, however, it
will ot be the fanlt of John Cevode the chalrman
of the State Central Committee. That Indefatigable
worker, nfter laboring for weoks past to sattie the
interminable squabbles between the different clans
of the radical party in the Keystone State, arrived
here this morning to get Grant all right for Geary.
Covode's suceess in reconciling the belligerent ele-
ments of his party on the eve ol 4 great huL'Lh- is
somothing for other politicians to imitate.  “*Whon-
aver I heard of vrouble,” says Covode, “in any part
of the State, I Just sent for the parties, and having
brought them before me at Philsdelphia, told them
what was to be done, and {t was dope,”

In this way “Honest John,” ag Lo 18 called, has
brought Cameroniang, Curtin men, Forneyites, fel-
lows who swear by MoClare, and men who are
agalnst all the Iactions, face to face, got them in
good humor with each other, and set them all o
work for Geary., Having put the muachine in good
runniug order ut home, Covode thought he had better
run over here amd lenrn how Grant felt. Senator
Wilson, 0of Massachuseits, made n specch for Geary
in Philadelphin Inst night, and Covode brought him
along to Wik 1o the President about the importance
of electing Geary. Collector Grinnell, of New York,
happenéd to come on the same tralo with them,
and s morning Covode, Wilson, Grinnell, aod
W, E. Chandler all made thelr appearance ab tne
White Honse and went In together to the Prestudent,
Grant Inguired wfter Geary's prospects, Covode
guve 1L as IS opinion that Geary would be vlected,
bt he intimated that some of the radicalsin Peon-
sylvanin wore not guite so sanguine. Aleck MoeCiare
had andd the other day that Geary wis beaten; 8o
had Bill Mann, The President aald he did not belisyve
Genry would be beaten,  His limpresslons while on o
vislt to Mennsylvania did not warrant that bollef,
Senator Wilson thonght it of the greatest nnportance
that the radioals should carry Pennsylvaala and
Ohlo this fall, “If we are beatun there,” sald Wilson,
with great carncstness, “we are beaten all through
the South, and matters won't go right. 1f we are
succersiul in Pennsylvania and Ohjo the South will
se¢ that it I8 not to ler interest to go with the
Democracy.” Covode sald this wos the view he took
of the matter, whereat Grant took an extra pull at
hig elgar and ralsed & clond of smoke between hin-
self and his visitors, When this had cleared away
he inguired of Covode what could be done, or rather
what the administration could do, to help Geary, at
the same tme expressing himself willing to do any-
thing he could for the success of the party, Covode
sl most of the people of  Penngylvanin
knew on  which slde the President was, but
he thought It would do the Republicans a
great deal of good If the President conld
come into the BState and miungle some with the
people, Novicing some little hesitation on the part
uffirant, Covode here strengthened his argumenigby
referring in o complimentary way to the reécent trip
of the President to the western part of Pennsylvanin.
“You have no idea,” said Covode, putting himself
into an argumentative attitude, “what good you
d us, Mr. President, by that lrtle visit. You made
A great impresston on the Germans, who were dis-
satistied sbeut thelr lager beer and the Bundsy
laws and one thing and another; and then the
whisky men haa threatened to go aguinst as, but
our visit seems to have made them all right.”
a‘lm President sald he had been away 80 mach
that he did not see exactly how he could go
to Penngylvania, *“We want you,” sald Covode, “to
come into the eastern part of the State. There 8 to
be agreat fair at Allentown this week, and if possi-
ble you shonid be there toanorrow night, 1f you will
}gu will make arrangements to have a speclal car
or you at Baltimore to-murrow.” The President sald
he didn’t know, but if he conld get off he would go,
and would telegraph Senntor Cameron in the morn-
Ing. Huving *‘lixed” the President, Govode pro-
ceeded to the Interior Department to see
Secretary Cox  about letting Pennsylvanians
employed there go home to vote. Covode had
heard that Cox proposed to ly the docking sys-
rem, which prevails at the Treasury, to all clerks
golng home to vote, In consequence of this many
clerks had made up their minds not to go home nt
all. Covode informed Cox of this fact, and intimate
that he (Cox) was endangering the sacoess of the
party in Penusylvania, becanse, argued Covode, we
may need the last man and the last dollar; besldes,
the President wants Geary elected. This last point
was too much for Cox, and he agreed tolet the
clerké go home without dosking them., Having
Hfxed"” the President, Cox, and every other oMols
he came across, Covode left for Pennsylvaniu to-
ulght 1o “UxX" Geary.

CATASTROPHE.

The Terrible Aecldent nt Ningarn Falls.

We find in the Buffalo Courier of Baturday
a more nearly complete account of the sad
eatastrophe at Niagara Falls on Friday than we
have elsewhere seen. The Courier says: —

Among those who came to Buffalo to attend the
Universallst Convention were Mr. J. J. Tillinghast
and wife, of Providence, Rhode Island, They were
sccompanied by Mrs, C. L. Fisher, Miss Mahals A,
smiith, and Miss Marianna Balloy, wiso residents of
Providence. Yesterday they resolved to vislt the
Falls. Arrived atthe Falls, s carringe was engaged,
driven by a young man named Robert welch, 1o the
employ of James Martin. The velucle wad o
tarouche, The party rode leisurely acrogs the new
bridge, and up to the Table Rock, where they
wlighted and spent o few minutes admiring the
view from this point, Returning, they had reached
the Ciifton House, when they concladed to drive
down o the ferry, then dismiss thelr carringe,
and take a boat across the river, The driver—
we tell this part of the story as our reporter had
it from him—objected to making the sSomewhat
perilous descent,  The descent was made, however,
gafely, and without any symptom of freakishness on
the part of the horses, until the sharp turn had been
made, Directly after this the near mare, the one
furthest from the side, took alarm, bagan to snort
and look in a frightened manner up the high el
over its head. The fright of the antmal was not 8o
great that it conld not ve been readily got undoer
control on & clear wwack, and the driver was not ut
the tme alarmed; bota junp or two was made,
when 4 thornbush, which projected into the road,
struck her shoulder, and she made & leap, as Weoleh
expressed it, “as though & cannon ball had struck
her,” sheer against the off horse, and o the twink-
ling of an eye, team, carriage, and ogenpants were
]1n-.1'1;|llswllu\'ermc bank. The driver somprehended
the [mminent peril in time to jump for WS life, and
Mr. Tillinghast did the same.  Hat the four jadies,
probubly hindered by thelr clothing, were unable to
mrkoe thelr cscape, _id were plunged with the yve-
hicle aown the bank. At this polob the precipltate
descent ls about twenty feet, and below that rocks
and shards shelve down to the edge of the river,
The carriage must have bounded from the edge ol
the bank, a8 It crushed through and prostrated a
sl tree that stood out several feet therefrom, aud
landed on the shelving rocks n complete wreok.
When Mr, Tilllpgnast, wno was auhort, had harried
down the road and up the river, where the mangled
ladies Iny, it was a heart-rending sight that met his
eye. One, Miss Bmith, was killed outright. Thrown
from the carringe, she had plunged down headlong,
and dashing sguiust a rock, it had cloven her skull
far Into the brain, making & gash et was slckening
w loak apoi Bhe  was  werribly mangled
otherwisge, but the wound on the head caused
instantaneous  death. Mrs,  Tlinglhast wud
Migs Dallon were found senseless, but breath-
ing, 'The former was foarfu ly wonnded about the
head, and probatly sufered copeussion of the braln ;
while Misa Ballou, besides o gash in the head, had
two compound fractures of the right arm, above the
elhow, and goveral of her ribs were broken, Mres
Fisher escaped with a broken wrist, The acoident
ocourred at about twenty minutes hefore 2 o'clook,
he ferryvinan, whose name we did not learn, ronoied
the spot where the sullcring Women wore, oven be-
fore ;\1 r. Tillinghost did, and earried the dead body
of Miss Smith down from the clif 1n a few moments

THE GOLD PANIC,

Feeling of the Brokers nst the Geold Ex«
change Bank.

The feeling of the brokers againat the Gold Ex-
change Bauk is most bitter, although many of them
are just enough to admit that its netion on Friday was
designed for the best Interests of all concerned, and
actunlly prevented & panie more damaging than that
of 07, It appears that during the exeltement of that
dany, when  the transactions aggregated over
§000,000,000, including purchnses, sules, and loans,
the bank was overwhelmed with the [mmensity
of the toslness, and its clerieal foree was prushed
to Its utmost to seftle up Thursday's accounts
(which footed up §524,000,000, and which were partl-
ally unacttied) and attend to the current business of
the duy. A reporter called at the bunk last evening,
and was informed by Mr. Benediot, the Prestdent,
that the bask wins making satisfactory progress fn
the gettiement of Thursday’s business,” At that hour
(16 I, ML), the force of the bank was hard at work,
and one of the clerks sald he did not expact to see
home hefore to-night. It 18 sald that the bank oMeors,
geeing that the panie of Friday bade fair to swamp
the hueiness interesta of the clty, and belng anxious
to relleve the distrese, since in so dolng they acted In
protection of the bank, mado certaln partinl and a
few complote settlements with dealers, not kKnowing
that they (the dealers) would be  amectsd
by the fallure of other parties. It proval,
however, that the dealers whe obtained settiement,
or at lenst some of them, had had dealings with do-
faalters, and were consequently unable to meet thelr
engiagements, It s understood that the bank lost
rather heavily by these operations, and ominous
rumors were in circulation yesterday reiative to its
solvency, It is impossible to tell the exact status of
the bank, 48 the delay in settlement, the failures
and the paunle, have left Ha accounts ina fearful
muddle. The opinlon of brokers should be carefally
welghed, and when one of them nsserts that the
bauk 8 “shaky” (and not one but one hucdred made
thit assertion yesterday), it would be well to remem-
ber that the brokers are exasperated against the
bank, and may perhaps allow thelr anger to get the
better of thelr discretion. That the bank has four-
tecn 1nlllions of gold locked up I8 emphatically
denied on the street, where the genernl opinton s
that its gpecle balance 8 very much smaller.—N. ¥.

How Business Is Aflected,

The New York Corn Exchange presented s gloomy
appearance yesterday, The bullding wns almost
entirely deserted long beforé the hourof closing,
most of the brokers and shippers departing in dis-
fmt atl the unsteady state of auws, Sovernl who
uve heavy cargoes of corn and other produce on
hand, and are anable to dispose of them by export
or otherwise, will suer severely, and v was whis-
pered aronnd yesterday thatsome well-kuown hoases
were already showlng slgns of distress,  Fortu-
pately, at the commencement of the present panlo
most of the vessels up for forelgn ports were
chartered, and either already loaded or taking thelr
cargoes on board, Ir the excitement had oconrred
about three weeks ago, when large numbers of mer-
chants were busy making arrangements tor the fall
trade, the consequences wonld have been more djs.
astrous, As It is, numbers will be nipped severely,
The shippers generally prefer paying demurrage to
running any risk hly disposing of thelr exchange in
the uncertaln condition of the market, and for the
present the produce and ahlrplns Lusiness may be
copsidered at a standstill, 1t is, however, on the
poor dock Ilaborers that this unfortunate orisis
presses most heavily. Barrels of flour le pile npon
plie along the docks, but no welcome stevedore
summons unwilling {dlers to work.

A Regulnry Onban MansofaWar After Spanish
r:r:l:‘-,l:v—llcr Armament, Urew, Npeed, nod
The New York Sun of this morning publishes

the following:—

When the Ryan expedition was about ready to
leave this port, several reporters representing the
leading city palpuru were Invited by the Cuban Junts
to accompany it until it arrived at a safe distance
from our coast. These reporters were escorted on
board a small gteamer by & member of the Jouta
Cubana, who showed them every courtesy. They
were, however, hardly away from the pier before
enterprising reporters who did not go were engaged
writing up the expedition, which was not safe he-
fore morning came, and the whole undertaking was
exposed, and in consequence the expadition was
captured, At abouf the same time negotintions for
the purchase of the Hoinet, then lying ot Leagoe
Igland, were concluded.  She was bought by Cabans
and Americans, without any assistance of the Junia,
and preparations were immediately mide for con-
verting her into a Caban man-of-war, She was over-
hanled and repaired 8t Messrs, Neafle & Levy's, at
Kenslugton whart,

The First Ruse.

An American was placed i command, who was to
remain in charge unill her armament snd comple-
ment of her crew were on board, She was cleared
for Liverpool, via Havana, on Friday, the 18th oit.,
and Saturday following she dropped down the river
to & polnt opposite the city, A small tug was em-
ployed to take commissary stores on hoard the Hor-
pnet. One of the men on that tug suspected that the
Horpet was to go into Cuban service, He talked
about it until United States Marshal Gregory heard
the r:l-port, and determined to selze the suspiclons
Visael,

The Seizure of the Hornet,

Accordingly Marshal Gregory, sccompanied by
Captain Wright, went on bogrd the revenue cutier
Miami, and gave orders to the captain to take the
Hornet.  When the Miami came (o view of the Hor-
net the latter steamed of up the river. The Miamli
sent o blank cartridge over her how, which brought
her to. Bhe was taken to the Navy Yard and held
until the 480 altimo, when she was released,

O for Hoallfax.

The programme for her departure having thus
been broken, she wis sent to Halifax for conl, where
she arrived on the 8d {pstant, and on the following
duy was selzed on complaint of the Spanish Consul,
Menntime she continued to take in cosl uutl on the
bth one of her crew made silldavit that she wus o
Cuban privateer aod had arms on board, The
Spanish Consul then gave §50,000 bonds for damages
In case his charges were untroe, and she was ug-
loaded.

THE NEW YORK MONEY MARKET.

The following extracts show the state of the New
York money market yesterday ;—

From the Herald.

“The extrasordinary complication of afairs in Wall
street 8 Al the ansorbing centre of leteress with
thie business community, and the fnancinl sltnation
{8 only & repetition of itself from day to day. The
regular dealings in gold are ag yet suspendad, and
the marketable prices of all Kinds of goods continue
nominal, The Gold Exchange assembled this morn-
ing and a gleam of lght was shed apon the con-
fusion reigning in that department of the street by
the adoption of resolutions placing the work of
making clearances with the Bank of New York.
When the proposition was lald before that institu-
tion, however, it was declined, and the Gold Ex-
change reassembled to further consider the matter,
when it was declaed to attempt the clearnnce them-
selves, and a committee was accordingly appoluted
who huve béen In session eversines, but have made
little progress towards acomqletlon of the work.
One fnvident of the meuuu;h this morning partiou-
lurly desorves narration as showing the r.errlg]u Con-
sequences which might have followed the culmina-
tion of the gold speculation. A resolation to go on
with the dealings in gold had almost passed when
the dapger which would arvise therefrom was 1a-
stuntly pointed ont and averted. Had the Gold
Board gone into regular session it would have beon
necessary to foreclose the outatanding aovounts of
cvery member in default, From {ifty to sixty mil-
lHond of gold would thus have been brougot npder
the hatnmer, and the slogular spectacle wonld have
begn withessed of gold sslling down to parif not
below [t, This would have been the indubliable re-
wult of the foreed sale of so much goll. The mis-
ke was discoversd (n time anid provented.
Every member of the Exchange would have
